Tt was 11:30 when the governor arose 
| He sald he was opposed by the corpora- 
tions, the whisky ring and by that nart 
of the old machine which he said Gove 
ernor Terrell had gathered together. 
He sald: “Joe Brown !s no more of 
a Cobb county or a Fulton county man 
than I am. He sleeps here and 
in Atlanta.” 

He attacked Mr. Brown's record as a 
business man, and said he had not 
demonstrated the capacity to deal with/! 
the problems which face a Sovernor of! 
Georgta He disclaimed responsibility 
for Mr. Brown’s lack of business qual{fi- 
eations, and said: “I do not abuse him. 
nor gay anything harsh about him. But 
his record does not commend him asx a 
man who could, In his language, ‘correct 
my blunder or overcome My extrava- 
fance as governor.’” He said: “Tt ig 
no fun to be governor and be fired at by 
avery little cow lawyer the corporations 
can hire to go over the state mouthing 
against me and writing dirty articles for 
their sheets.” 

That Cotton Estimate.

UGHT INJURED 


Al MONTGOMERY 


Street Car Got Beyond Control 
of Motorman, 


Passengers Hecame Panic-Stricken 
and Leaped From the Rapidly 
Moving Car, and the Road 
Was Lined With In- 
jured Persons, 


Montgomery, Ala., May 29.—Coming 
down a steep incline to the east of the 
Madison avenue trestle, car No. 36 got 
beyond the control of the motorman late 
this afternoon, and during the panic 
which followed among the hundred or 
more passengers aboard, severay per- 
sons were injured, one or two seri- 
ously. 

The cars were bringing the crowds of 
baseball players and fans to the city. 
and it is customary in descending the 
steep hill approaching the trestle over 
the Central of Georgia railroad tracks, 
near the street car barns, for the cars 
to come down the hill one at a time, 

Passengers Leaped. 

Eye-witnesses of the affair this after- 
noon state that the motorman of car 36 
was too close to the car ahead, and 
when it became apparent to the passen- 
gers that the car was beyond the con- 
trol of the man guiding it, and while he 
was shouting to the crew ahead to pull 
out and give him room, there was a 
scramble for safety. Men, women and 
boys piled off the car regardless of their 
personal! safety, and in a few moments 
the road was lined with injured per- 
sons. 

Victims of the accident Were carried 
to their homes in buggies, which were 
passing the scene at the time. While it 
was evident that a score or more _ re- 
ceived injuries, the police only knew of 
the following persons who were seri- 
ously hurt:

Whoever the party wag 
he did his work neatly and took his time, 
as it was necessary to go from one file 
to another to secure the replies. The 
files were left in an apparently undis- 
turbed condition. The stolen letters 
were apparently selected with care and 
a view to their future use. 

Mr. Dodson was absent from the city 
at the time, and as he had no occasion 
to refer to the files beyond the current 
letters, knew nothing of the theft until 
Tuesday, when he received a letter, it 
is stated, from Hon, Dudley M. Hughes, 
stating that a package of fifty or more 
letters, with carbon copies of replies 
thereto, had been placed in his hands. 

Might Use the Letters. 


The letters, Mr. Hughes stated, were 
from leading workers throughout the 
district to Manager Dodson, bearing on 
the campaign in progress, and Mr. 
Hughes stated in his letter, it is re- 
ported, that he saw no reason why he 
Should not use the letters against 
Lewis, and that he would probably do 
so.

not understand that parcel post may be en- 
acted so as to benefit both the purchaser and 
the seller. For instance, I am very much in 
favor of parcel pdst service whereby the 
resident can secure parcels by post at a smali 
charge, instead of by express at ea high 
charge, but this service can be limited to 
the Btores along the rural routes and loop 
routes connecting therewith. I certainly be- 
lieve this would help the merchants as well 
as their patrons. I fall to see how this 
would enable the mail order houses of New 
York and Chicago to do the extensive bust- 
ness your resolution emphasizes. I certainly 
would not favor a post service whereby such 
mail order houses could operate to the detri- 
mént of our local merchants. 

‘‘As many of your local merchants know, I 
myself graduated from behind the counter and 
I know their needs and their hardships. I 
believe it is better for them to cooperate 
with those of us who favor parcel post so 
that a law can be enacted giving such service 
and, at the same time, protect their Interests.”

About three months ago he left this 
city to become an editorial writer on 
The Enquirer-Sun of Columbus. While 
there he became ill, and was removed 
to his father’s home. His death result- 
ed from a stroke of paralysis. 

For a while it was thought he would 
be able to recover, but his condition 
grew worse, and he died at 3:15 o'clock, 
in the afternoon. The funeral services 
will be helq this morning at 10:30! 
o'clock. Burial will be at Experiment | 
Station. 

The deceased was the brother of Mrs. 
Edward M. Hafer, of Atlanta. He leaves 
his father, the Hon. Martin V. Calvin; 
a mother, a sister in Augusta, Ga., and 
a brother residing in New Orleans, La. 

George K. Calvin was one of the few 
men who managed to make everlasting 
friends of all with whom he came in 
contact. His disposition was of the 
most agreeable, and he was the most 
generous of men.

The brisk rebound in the 
Gould issues was interpreted to mean 
that the shock of the Wabash-Fittsburg 
embarrassment has been practically 
absorbed by the market in the down- 
ward plunge of the last few days in 
the group. No authoritative announce- 
was made, until after the session, of 
the course to be pursued in tine matter 
of the interest due on Monday on the 
Wabash-Pittsburg firsts, but it was 
taken for granted, in the financial dis- 
trict, that a reorganization, through 
receivership, was in contemplation. 
The feature of the stock market was 
the aggressive strength of the two Hill 
rallroad stocks. The personality of 
the brokers buying the stock gave the 
impression of accumulation by the cone 
trolling interest, and induced the trad- 
ers to follow the movement. The ad- 
vance in the stocks revived once more 
the rumors of an extra distribution 
which has appeared previous to each 
dividend period for some time past. 
There was nothing more to confirm it 
officially this time than On previous oc- 
casions, but the selling of the Burling- 
ton bond issue to reimburse the treas- 
ury of that company for capital ex- 
penditures out of earnings implies a 
benefit to. the Northern Pacific and 
Great Northern companies as joint 
stockholders of the Burlington.’ 

More gold is expected to go to Ger- 
many next week. Today’s statement 
of the Bank of France shows the rapid 
growth of bullion holdings, which 
threatens a repletion in supply. There 
Was an easing tendency, also, in some 
departments of the Paris money mar- 
ket. Although the bank statement was 
not published until after the close of 
the local stock market, the undimin- 
ished euse of money left no appre- 
hension over the complexion of the 
showing to be made. 

The sharp break in the grain mar- 
kets was held to show that the week's 
level of prices has been held at an ar- 
tificial height. by sympathy with the 
corner operations of the May deliv- 
ery. There was some very heavy buy- 
ing of stocks just at the close, especial- 
ly of United States Steel. 

The bank statement showed full the 
expected decrease in cash holdings on 
account of the gold exports and govern- 
ment withdrawals, but the only trace 
of the supposed heavy loan expansion 
on account of large financial transac- 
tions put through during the week was 
the $5,375,000 loan increase of thetrust 
companies, the clearing house institu, 
tions showing a decrease of loans both 
in the averages and in the actual con- 
dition.
